Mrs. Young Swallowed Acid 
Used as Arm Wash. 


WAS ILL FROM INNOCULATION 


DEED WAS COMMITTED IN HER 
HUSBAND’S PRESENCE. 


Young Man Says Wife Was in Poor 
Health and Had Attempted Sui- 
cide Before When Despond- 
ent From Illness. 


MRS. DOLORES A. YOUNG. < 


Mrs. Dolores A. Young, aged 2%, commft- 
ted suicide at 8:40 oclock Monday morn- 
ing at her home, 1116 North Whittier 
etreet, by swallowing carbolic acid. 

Iii health, aggravated by an inflamed 
arm, caused by vaccination, caused Mrs. 
Young to take her life, according to. the 
statement of her husband, Mitchell Young. 
Mr. Young is a retail shoe dealer. 

The acid which Mrs. Young swallowed 
was taken from a bottle which she had pro- 
cured for use as a wash for her arm. It 
proved almost immediately fatal. The wom- 
an was dead before the ambulance bearing 
her body reached the City Hospital. 

Young and his wife had finished break- 
fast Monday morning and he was about 
to go so his place of business when he 
heard a cry from his wife, who was in the 
same room, but whose movements he had 
not noticed for a few minutes. 


Finished Breakfast, 
Then Drank the Acid. 

As he turned to pick up his wife, who had 
funk to the floor, he saw she had dropped 
the bottle of acid. He at once sent a 
neighbor for Dr. R. H. Finley of 4115 Fin- 
ney avenue and had an ambulance sum- 
mon 

After Dr. Campbell of the City Hospital 
@eclared the woman dead her body was for- 
warded to the morgue. 

“My wife had been despondent for a long 
time because of illness,” said Young at the 
hospital. “Lately her vaccinated arm, 
which did not heal properly, made her 
wakeful and nervous. 

“While I always feared that she would 
wepeat her attempt at suicide made three 
years ago, she gave me no especial reason 
fo expect it at this time 

“We were married about four years ago 
and have lived in St. Louis over a year.” 


Woman Had 
Violent Temper. 

The dead woman and her husband, Harry 
Young, came to St. Louis from London, 
Canada. They went to board at the house 
of Mra. C. B. Stevens, 1116 North Whittier 
street. 

To the Post-Dispatch Mrs. Stevens said 
Bhe understood Mrs. Young had attempted 
‘puicide on several other occasions, but was 
Prevented by her husband. She regarded 
the woman as eccentric, and remarked that 
she had an extremely violent temper. 

“I cannot say what prompted Mrs. Young 
‘fo kill herself,” said Mrs. Stevens, ‘“‘but I 
know her relations with her husband were 
Wery unpleasant and she seemed discon- 
tented and bothered all the time. When 
the couple did not come down for break- 
fast this morning I went up to their room. 
Mrs. Young opened the door. 

“‘No,’ she said, ‘he (meaning her hus- 
band) is not going to eat another bite.’. A 
few minutes afterward Mrs. Stevens was 
called. Young told her his wife had taken 
carbolic acid, which she had been using 
on her recently vaccinated arm. 

When Dr. Finley arrived at the house 
Mrs. Young was lapsing into unconscious- 
ness. The doctor remarked death was only 
@ question of minutes.

The February grandjury, after refraining 
for almost a week from probing into the 
municipal bribery cases, will resume the 
work on Tuesday. 

Circuit Attorney Folk devoted the greater 
part of last week to preparations for the 
trial of Charles Kratz, but as that case is 
continued until] the first Monday in April, 
apd the J. K. Murrell case does not come 
up for a week yet, Mr. Folk will have sev- 
eral days in which to present evidence of 
municipal corruption to the jury. 

It is thought the garbage and the Central 
Traction cases will be concluded this week. 
Other cases will then be taken up. 

The alleged attempt to bribe Jury Com- 
misioner Weinbrenner is to be probed by 
the grandjury . 

Mr. Weinbrenner made no report on the 
case. One day last week, before court 
convened, Mr. Weinbrenner was standing 
near the entrance to the courtroom. He 
had called to consult Judge Ryan about 
the special jury that was to try the Kratz 
case. 

ATTEMPTED TO FIX THE JURY. 

Judge Ryan knew nothing about any at- 
tempt to tamper with the jury. Circuit 
Attorney Folk saw the judge and commis- 
sioner and approaching them said: ‘It is 
reported, Mr. Weinbrenner, a man approach- 
ed you and asked you to ‘fix’ this jury. He 
offered you a list of names, offered to pay 
a consideration of $500 for the names to 
be placed on the jury list and on your re- 
fusal so to do, then said he would have 
to get a change of venue. I wish you 
would tell the court and myself of this.” 

According to reports, Mr. Weinbrenner 
said he was surprised that the report had 
reached Mr. Folk, but he admitted 
truth. 

The report was that when the proposition 
to have a clerk insert the names for $300 
was rejected a larger sum was offered to 
Mr. Weinbrenner to do it personally. Mr. 
Weinbrenner said that this latter sugges- 
tion was never made.

THINKS IT A PART OF HIS FAST 
GROWING FARLY. 


If Brown Fails to Establish His Title 
St. Louis County Will Try to 
Annex Missouri River 
Islands. 


Cc. W. Brown, a wagonmaker of this city. 
is preparirg to contest with the County of 
St. Charles the ownership of an island in 
the Mississippi river, valued at $49,006. 

The island, left by a change in the chan- 
nel of the river, is situated eight miles 
west of the mouth of the river. 

The contention of St. Charles County is 
that a recent statute gives e!l lands formed 


in rivers to public schools, and the county 
court has ordered Sheriff Dierker to seil 
the island on Tuesday, Apri %, at public 
auction. 

County Commissioner Eloring of Clay- 
ton has surveyed the pr openty at the re- 
quest of Mr. Frown an these surveys 
will be used in his suit for title. 

Brown secured a tract of land south of 
the island 15 vears ago and has worked 
it as a farm since. Several years ago the 
channel of the river shifted and its ac- 
cretions added a number of acres to the 
Brown farm. 


BROWN’S FARM GROWS FAST. 
The right to use these has not been dis- 
puted. 
Two years ago the stream again sought 
& new course, the change being so marked 


as to leave a large isiand. As this new 
channel was between the island and the 
St. Charles County shore, Brown at once 
took possession and has utilized the island 
as a portion of his farm. The river has 
added 322 acres to Brown's holdings. 

st month S8t. Charles County. disputed 
his right to hold the land and the court 
acting under the recent statue, ordered 
pe sheriff to sell it and turn the money 
into the school fund. 

If Brown obtains a legal title, St. Louis 
County proposes to take charge of hun- 
dreds of acres of valuable land In the Mis- 
souri river. 

The county has retained legal counsel 
and will begin liquidation the moment the 
Brown suit is decided favorable. 

Owners of abutting property will be made 
co-plaintiffs in these causes.

While on the Olympia Once 
Lived in Belleville. 


Among the naval officers who have met 
Prince Henry is Capt. Joseph B. Coghlan, 
at one time a resident of Belleville, IIl., 
and brother of Philip F. Coghlan, for 18 
years an attache of the Post-Dispatch. 

It was Capt. Coghlan’s famous ‘‘Hoch der 
Kaiser’’ poem, recited while in charge of 
the flagship Olympia that provoked an of- 
ficial protest from Prince Henry's brother, 
Emperor William of Germany. 

Capt. Coghlan is now stationed at the 
Brooklyn navy yard, where he was intro- 
duced the other day to his royal highness. 
Their exchange of courtesies is said to have 
been extremely cordial. 

Philip Coghlan is 69 years old; his grother 
is ten years younger and has been in the 
Unied States navy since 1860.

At 8:50 o'clock the prince and his escorts 
arrived at. the St. Louis Club for breakfast. 
The clubhouse was a dream of the decor- 
ators’ art. Almost the entire front was 
vivid with the German colors, 
American flag that floated over the main 
entrance signifying that, despite the appar- 
ently predominant foreign color-scheme, 
America, after all, was the host of the occa- 
sion.

At 9:45 o'clock the interesting point of 
cigars was reached. It was observed that 
Prince Henry preferred a cigarette. While 
most of the Americans smoked cigars, the 
prince puffed the paper roll. 

Mayor Wells arose to bid the prince wel- 
come to St. Louis and present to him the 
freedom of the city. The mayor's remarks 
were brief, dignified and appropriate. Hae 
first proposed a toast to the President of 
the United States, which was drank stand- 
ing, Prince Henry tossing off the cham- 
pagne in truly American style, seemingly 
at a swallow.

BOERS TOOK TWO CANNON 


BATTLE LASTED TWO HOURS, 
BOERS FIGHTING GALLANTLY. 


Delarey Was in Command and His 
Force Is Estimated to Have 
Numbered 1200 to 1700 
Mounted Men. 


LONDON, March 3.—In a dispatch from 
Pretoria dated today, Lord Kitchener sends 
details of the disaster to the escort of the 
convoy of empty wagons at Vondonop, 
southwest of Klerksdorp, Transvaal (Col- 
ony. 

The British casualties, in killed, wounded 
and men made prisoners, reach the total 
of 632. In addition the Boers captured two 
guns. Lieutenant-Colonel Anderson, who 
commanded the British force and who has 
returned to Kraaipan, Cape Colony, with’ 
nine officers ‘ar 45 men, reports that 
when his adwance ard was within 10 
miles of Klerksdorp, during the morning of 
Feb. 25, the Boers \opened a heavy rifig 
fire on the troops from the scrub. 

The burghers were driven off and the 
convoy resumed the march, when a more 
determined attack was made on the con- 
voy’s left flank, the Boers wns within 
a hundred yards and stampeding the mules 
harnessed to a number of wagons. The 
attacking forces were again driven off. 

At about 6:30 in the) morning the rear 
guard was attacked by a strong force of 
Boers, and, simultaneously another body of 
Boers boldly charged thie center of the con- 
voy and stampeded the mules in all direc- 
tions, throwing the escort into confusion, 
during which the Boets charged and re- 
charged, riding dcewn the separated British 
units. 

The fighting lasted for two hours, during 
which the British guns and a pompom al- 
most exhausted their ammunition. A de- 
tachment of 200 mounted infantry from 
Klerksdorp attempted ti reinforce the Brit- 
ish but were held in check by tbe Boers. | 

Lieutenant-Colonel Anderson adds that 
the streagth of the Boers was estimated at 
from 1200 to 1700. The commandants, De- 
larey, Kemps, Celliers, Lemmer, Wolmor- 
ans and Potgieter were all present. “om- 
mandant Lemmer is gaid to have been 
killed. 


BELT RAILROAD FOR HAWAII

The most conspicuous decorations en 
route were those on Broadway from Wash. 
ington to Olive. The building occupied by 
the Grand-Leader, Nugents, Crawfords, 
Scruggs, Vandevort & Barney, the Scaritt 
Furniture Co., the Simmons Hardware Co. 
and A. 8. Aloe & Co., were all bright with 
the banners of the two nations whose 
friendship the visit of Prince Henry is tend- 
ing t> cement.

SAVE THE TREES. 

In his address to the Artists’ Guild, supplementing his letter 
to the Mayor, Park Commissioner Ridgely made clear the heavy 
loss that St. Louis is in danger of suffering from the destruction 
of trees on the World’s Fair site, and the necessity of imme- 
diate action if any of the invaluable trees now doomed to de- 
struction are to be saved to the city. 

Many of the trees cut down in “the wilderness” ought to 
have been saved, but many were not worth saving. Soon, how- 
ever, the work of clearing tho remaining part of the site must 
begin and some noble trees will be sacrificed if immediate steps 
are not taken to transplant them to the eastern part of the 
park or to other parks It will take years to grow these trees, 
and to buy them at their present size would cost thousands 
of dollars. 

The work of transplanting large trees under the methods now 
used is entirely feasible and safe. The cost compared with the 
| Value of trees is small. If transplanted before spring opens 
| and the sap is running, the life of the trees can be guaranteed. 

There are many places in the city, outside of Forest. Park, 
where the trees could be placed to great advantage. Lafayette 
Park, almost stripped of trees by the tornado, needs several 
hundred. Some could be placed to advantage in other parks 
and squares. A fine row of well-grown trees should be placed 
around the City Hall. 

The time is short for effective work. The transplanting of 
these fine trees should have been provided for in the beginning. 
A vigorous campaign for their salvation should have been started 
in ample time. But let us make the best use of the remaining 
time and save as many as possible. 

The Municipal Assembly sheuld appropriate a sufficient sum 
for a month’s work of transplanting. The people through their 
various organizations shculd press this important matter to a 
successful issue.

Bernhardt dies M. Maurice Jean Ambroise 
Bernhardt, her son, married and about 
4, will inherit the insurance money, to- 
gether with $100,000 worth of real estate in 
Paris, an estate elsewhere in France and 
much money, bonds and other vaiuables. 

The sworn statement its to the effect 
that the divine Sarah was born on Oct. 23, 
1844, that her father died at 37 and her 
mother at 51. She has no brother. Of her 
two sisters, one died of accidental poison- 
ing, the other of pneumonia. The physi- 
clan makes especial mention of the fact 
Mme. Bernhardt submitted most af- 
fably to the physical examination, and 
that, all things considered, she is the best 
risk he has ever examined. 

In answer to various questions the actress 
said she had been iil only once in ‘her life, 
when a serious surgical operation was nec- 
essary. She never wore stays. Her full 
name is Sarah Bernhardt Damala. She 
owned $100,000 worth of Paris real estate 
and earns $10,000 a week in the theatrica! 
season. 

Her home is on the Island of Belle Isle, 
on the west coast of France, a piace im- 
mortalized by Alexander Dumas, the elder, 
in “The Three Guardsmen.” Her height 

5 feet 6% inches and her weight 130 
pounds. 

In the matter of wines and other liquors 
she confines herself to one glass of cham- 
pagne at dinner each day. Her “ee l 
food is the juice pressed from fresh beef.

The alteration of the circuit mentioned 1s 
the formation of a ten-ciub league by the 
American League, the New York and Cin- 
cinnati teams now of the National League 
being included. The: feasibility of this de- 
pends upon whether or not Spalding loses 
or wins the New York legal battle. 

It is stated by the local representatives 
of the Johnson organization that Freedman 
and Brush have decided to get out of base- 
ball in event Spalding is declared the resi- 
dent of the National League and will dis- 
pose of their holdings to the American. 

The statement of the logal office of the 
American that Johnson was after New 
York and Cincinnati was not official and 
WAS merely a personal opinion.

“A ‘half-a-league’ will do the baseball 
game no good, and the American League 
may be denended upon to do what it can to 
crush such a plan. I would like to see 
two big leagues working In harmony, and 
it was with Spalding. His methods since 
those conferences, however. have brought 
no apparent results and his course seems 
unexplainable.”’ 

The American League schedule was com- 
pited Saturday, but will not be announced 
until it has received the official approval of 
the League at the coming Detroit meeting. 

It Is believed that the schedule is ar- 
ranged on an eight-club basis, and there is 
practically no chance that the circuit will 
be enlarged. The schedule meeting will 
be held at Detroit on Wednesday and 
Thursday of next week, however, and be- 
sides the definite settlement of the rules 
and schedule matters of other interesting 
developments regrading the New York and 
other angles may be expected.

The stables are bullt round a huge quad- 
rangle, and cover altogether some three 
acres of ground. On one side of the quad- 
rangle are the coachhouses, and on the.oth- 
ers the stable and harness rooms. In 
one of the latter is to be seen the set of 
state harness used for the famous’ 

‘“areams.’ It is covered with red morocco, 
the leather soe gh erage J decorated with 
gold-plated met acings of the most beau- 
tiful design and workmanship. 

This set of harness, which the “creams” 
will wear at the forthcoming coronation, 
was first used by Queen Victoria at her 
jubllee procession fn 1897. Almost as gor- 
geous is the set of bilack-and-gilt harness 
used By the Prince and Princess of Wales 
for the six ‘‘blacks,"’ animals which are al- 
most as valuable and famous as the 
“creams,”’ and which are F° nerally Sréuaht. 
into requisition when their royal high- 
nesses go to levees, drawing rooms and 
other state functions. These horses will 
Ba ge take part In the coronation procession 
n June. 


Edward Has 120 
Horses in His Stables. 

Altogether there are nearly a hundred and 
twenty horses kept at the royal stables. 
The majority of these, of course, are car- 
riage horses, veed for ordinary purposes oy 


the different members of the royal fami! 
All of them, however, are animals of t he 


finest breed, valued at 160 to 200 ulneas 
each. The famous ‘‘creams” and blacks’ 
and many of the other horses, too, are 
bred at the royal stud at Hampton court. 

The stable in which the named are 
kept is, of course, one of the chief attrac- 
tions at the Royal Mews, and one could 
Spend an hour or two admiring the gg = et 
ful Hanoverian horses, which have 
bred from the eigh t presented years ago 0 to | 
our late Queen by the King of Hanover. 
They share a large, lofty stable with the 
Prince of Wale's “blacks,” down one side 
being stalls for 10 “creams” and on the 
other side stalls for eight “blacks,” al- 
though only eight of the former and six 
of the latter are used at one time.
